The Additlannl Five Por Uenta,
Epecial Despateh to The Evening Telograph.

Wasningrox, Dee. 12.—Secretary Boutwell
made an argument before the Ways and Means
Committee this morniog in favor of issuing
three hundred millions of additional five per
<ent. bonds for the purpose of funding the
public debt. The Secretary gave it as his opi-
nion that he would not be able to negotiate the
four per cent. bonds during the continuance of
the war in Europe.

He has no means of knewing how long the
war will last, and it is necessary that a certaln
amount of the debt shall be funded at an early
day. The Becretary proposes (o negotiate five
hundred millions at home. Two hundred mil-
lions are already provided for in the bill which
poesed last winter. The committee heard the
Secretary very patiently, and although no action
was taken, the impression is that they will re-
port a bill carrying out the propesition of the
Becretary.

The Sugnr Interest.

A large
number of importers, refiners, and others inte-
rested in the sugnr trade are here protesting
against the inadequacy of the law passed at the
last session.
